Sisk of Fresno. John McFall of 
Manteca, and Harold Johnson of 
Roseville. 
Setting at a long table in the 
patio of Desert Air Hotel, facing 
a corp of local newspapermen, 
the solons answered questions cov­ 
ering the problems of m any of 
the local communities, including

board Monday to the county road 
departm ent for study and report.

"We are concerned.” said the 
council, "but out jurisdiction ceas­ 
es at the city limits, so we are 
requesting the w ater district and 
the board of supervisors consider 
carefully the plight of these people 
and take steps for study and alle­ 
viation of the sand problem.”

Stone presented traffic count fig­ 
ures indicating that traffic on In­ 
dian Avenue has increased with 
the striping, from 1.000 cars an 
hour in March. 1959. to an av er­ 
age of 2.277 cars per hour in sin­ 
gle lanes last weekend. By com­ 
parison. a count on North Palm 
Canyon Dr ve tallied

cars 
per hour. Stone said. 
Stone emphasized that he has 
started "studies” on the new traf­ 
fic control, but agreed the 17 feet 
traffic lanes.

Stone reported that provsions 
are in the plans for left turns into 
some business parking lots in the 
300 block of South Indian Avenue 
if “ traffic w arrants.”

The proposal to readmit Hoffa 
was introduced by Joseph Curran, 
president 
of the Nattona’ M ari­ 
time Union, who pr4sented a reso­ 
lution to that effect drawn up by 
the 
Transport

Union. 
Meany said the only supporting 
vote that Curran got was that of 
A. Philip Randolph, president of 
the Sleeping Car Porters Union.

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Fullbright Tells Em And Europe Believes 


The Will of the Minority 
No better vase for the couiKil-at-large form of gover . 
could have been made than the action of the Palm Springs City 
Council last night in refusing to submit it to the voters for 
their decision. 
Here, the councilmen «ho wished to put the proposition on 
the ballot McKinney and Bogert. represented in their present 
districts 70 percent of the registered voters of Palm Springs. 
Tlirv were outvoted hy Councilmen Carlin. Paisley and Stiehc 
whose combined constituency totalled 23.4 percent of the 
voters. 
Tf this is the balanced representation which ward politics 
give to this city, two and two no longer equal four. 
Will the proposed rcdistricting correct tliis imbalance? 
W'e think not. 
Tn the proposed ordinance for redistiicting which will 
rome up on the ballot December 12. District 4 will still have 
but 5.3 percent of the registered vote. District 5 "ill have 23.4 
percent . . . nearly five times as much. 
This is gerrsmandering, disguise it as you will. It will 
show, it passed, in future council decisions wherein a majority 
of councilmen representing a mi non tv of voters, can band to­ 
gether to outvote the bulk of the registered voters. 
The proposed redistricting is not only inequitable, it is 
out of date before it is considered by the voters. It. too. will 
be revised regularly and periodically at costly special elections 
to preserve existing councilmank seats under the guise of 
equalisation. 
This is why the refusal of the’council to submit the truly 
representative form of government to the voters for THEIR 
decision is incredible. 
That is why, too, even before the council adjourned last 
night, there was talk in the council chambers of having an 
initiative petition prepared to force the issue in the open for 
the decision of ALL the voters. 
This may be the only way Palm Springs can leave the ranks 
of the seven general law cities in California which have the 
archaic w ard system and join the 372 who elect their council 
by a city-wide vote. 
It’s worth some study but it urgently needs early study, 
if at all.

England - B a c k 
home the Hon. J. William Ful- 
bright is Senator from Arkansas, 
but over here he is signally the 
Senator from the United States. 
By the time this column is in 
print, Fulbright will be on a pre­ 
campaign tour to test how much 
the State wants to -end him back 
in next year's election to the Sen­ 
ate. But in England, where I saw 
him in attendance at a British 
Commonwealth parliamentary con­ 
ference. Fullbright. with his Oxon­ 
ian background and his chairman­ 
ship of Foreign Relations, is ev­ 
erything the British could wish. 
This is not entirely because the 
Senator’s viewpoint so often coin­ 
cides with that of Her Majesty's 
Government and fommonwalth. 
There's no doubt that this urbane 
and knowledgeable man is more 
in the Anglican mold than are 
most Southern Senators. As one 
who r e l i s h e s unashamed pro­ 
vincialism and admires excessive 
nationalism. 1 sometimes w i s h 
that Bill Fulbright chewed tobac­ 
co and had at least one foot in 
the John Birch Society. But since 
he could not do these things and 
be the man he is. I think it right 
to say that we are lucky to have 
his brains and personality at bat 
for us in such conferences as this 
one.

The British, as Fulbright came 
very close to saying, owe it to 
their American and other Allies 
to throw themselves much more 
wholeheartedly into the Common 
Market and other continental ven­ 
tures. The Senator told a lot of 
persons, including this one. that 
American spokesmen, like him­ 
self, have a right to meddle in 
European politics because of the 
huge investment our country has 
sunk there. He maintains that the 
British have two major roles in 
the Common Market. One is to 
prevent the Germans from being 
their historical selves and dom­ 
inating France Benelux and iftly 
in the West, while menacing Rus­ 
sia and the Balkans to the East. 
The other British role on the con­ 
tinent is to become a stabilizing 
influence upon the feverish French 
Republic 
Fulbright found the C om m on- 
wealth nations in a business-as- 


usual mood. The chief objection 
of the Commonwealth to the Com­ 
mon Market appears to be the 
commercial one. Fulbright feels 
that a 200-million bloc of West 
Europeans, with economic unity 
and a single foreign policy, is the 
best bulwark between Russia and 
the English - speaking communi­ 
ty of Britain, the USA. Canada. 
Australia and New Zealand. 
All of these non - European 
countries, he feels, stand to gain 
in mili Airy security more than 
they would lose in trade. The 
Senator is more sanguine here 
than his interviewer, but maybe 
he is also better informed. Tn any 
case. Fulbright at this conference 
was essentially arguing the pro- 
American cause. He was saying 
that we had done our share and 
more of warding off the Commu­ 
nists. He was putting the arm on 
Allied nations to make sacrifices 
and show initiative of their own. 
Doesn't Like Germans 
The Senator is very British- 
minded in one respect. He has 
little sentiment toward the Ger­ 
mans. who are the historical 
cause of the patched-up map of 
Fiiurope and are now crying the 
biues over their disjointed condi­ 
tion. As early as 1948. Fulbright 
began to say that we should aid 
German recovery only with the 
prospect that Germany, in whole 
or p$rt. should become a harm- 


less segment of « larger political 
unit This condition would be sub- 
jtanimlly satisfied, he says today, 
with West Germany incorporated 
in the Common Market with Bri­ 
tain.The Senator is not moved by 
the wails from West Germany for 
reunification with bast Germany. 
He (cels that the Federal Repub. 
lie has already given de facto 
recognition to Community Ger­ 
many by carryng on a lucrative 
trade The maieer of de jure rec­ 
ognition lies far in the future. 
Meanwhile, the Foreign Relations 
Chairman would like it better if all 
the Western powers tone down 
their expressions of desire for 
German unity, ft is not a realistic 
!or justifiable aim of W e s t e r n 
diplomacy. 
Contrary to Allied dogma. West 
Berlin in' Fulbright'* mind is a 
sepárale problem He reads into 
the President's UN speech an un­ 
qualified promise io maintain free 
dom of access between Berlin and 
the West Before leaving Wash- 
inglon on this Irip. Fulbright talk­ 
ed with Lord Home. B r i t i s h 
Foreign Minister, about the idea 
advanced in this column of mov- 
mg the UN capital, or some of its 
agencies, to Berlin.

That’s just 
what was left before these soots 
were painted in. When a driver 
planned to turn left, there was 
only one lane. The one he was 
in was effectively blocked for 
many car lengths. 
The cars behind not onlv 
couldn't move but the drivers 
were seething. 


IT COULD BF. that s o m e 
drivers do not like to have 
habits of years overturned. But 
Palm Springs is now a big city 
and getting bigger. Something's 
got to give and what was fine 
in 1941 is no good in 1%l 
I remember one leading riti 
zen of Palm Springs who had 
been accustomed to d r i v i n g 
where he wanted to when he 
wanted to. for years. 
When police first started erect­ 
ing those “no left turn” signs 
at intersections during traffic 
jams, he made it a game to 
knock 'em over. Didn't mind 
losing a little paint. 


THE POINT IS. according to 
my point of view, that the new 
striping was done after a sur­ 
vey of traffic. And I believe 
traffic engineers know more 
about it than I do Or the aver­ 
age or garden variety of driver 
Still you can t blame people 
for griping.
